judice, but rather advance our Trade both Foreign and Do- 


meſticks 
The following Methods being obſerved, v:z.

[. A Strift Prohibition of che Exportation of White Claaths, 

will very much improve our Trade both at Home 
and Abroad, it being well known that there hath been year- 
ly tranſported by Bayes, Northern Kerfres, &rc. aboye 200000 
Cloaths, or Pieces, which hath been carried to the Nether- 
linds. and there Dreſſed, Dyed and Shipped to Sparn, Portu- 
ral, &*c. So it is obyious, were they Dreſſed and Dyed at 
Home, a mighty Advantage would accrew to the Merchants 
in Importing, Buying and Selling of Dye-Stuff, and to che 
Subjects in general, in preparing ſuch materials, Dying, Ful- 
ling and Packing, &>c. To proye that an Impoſition on the 
Woollen Manufaftiire will not be Grieyous but Advantageous, 
it is well known in Trade, that a Riſe on a Commodzty 1s an 
Advantage to the Retayler. 


2. By having of our Chaths, Stuffs, Stockns, Hats, &. Care- 
fully Sealed by Officers appointed for that purpoſe, with a 
DiſtinCtion between the Rzght Good and what 1s Defet#rve, lay- 
ing a ſevere Penalty on any Officer that neglects his Duty, 
will give great Reputation to the Manufaitory abroad, as well 
35 2 general Adyantage to the Subjects at Home. 


A Rebate, or Draw-back, may be made out of the Cu- 
flom-Houſe to part, or the whole paid on the Account of 
this Impoſition, as it ſhall ſeem meet to your Honours, 


by which means the Merchants may fell his Goods in any 
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Foreign parts, as if the Impoſition was not laid, anil to 1 
greater Reputation, the Goods being as before Examined, 
{o that the Tax will only lie at Home. 


That all Drapers, Cloathiers, Factors, Hoſters, Hatters 
pay the Duty impoſed within weeks after an Ac- 
count taken of all the preſent ſtock of Goods they hays 
Ready-made, they cannot pur a ſtop to the preſent Trade, 
which otherwiſe they may do to their own private Adyan- 
cage, this will raiſe his Majeſty a great Summ of Ready. 
money for his preſent Occajton ; and this will be no more 
Loſs to the Draper, Clothier, Holter, Hatter, cc. than the 
ſealed Paper is to the Lawyers and Attornies who are paid by 
their Clients. We find in the laſt Seſhons of Parliament, 
that there was a Motion made touching this Impefition, bur 
nothing coming to perfection ( as we have been informed) 
for want of Particulars how to lay it, and how to gather 
the Tax ; but we have for above theſe three Years laſt paſ} 
been induſtrious to ſettle this point, ſome of che Honour- 
ble Members of Parliament having had ſome of our Part; 
culars ſo long, and ſome {ince, as alſo ſome have fallen in- 
to Mens hands that have ſet up to be the firſt Contrivers, 
which know little of it. Therefore we think fit to inform 
your Honours, that we know the true uſe of the Wo! to 
the beſt Advantage, from the Sheeps back, to the Clothier, 
Merchant and Retaler's hands, but are very unwilling to 
publiſh our Method for the uſe of other pretenders ; bu 
are ready to ſhew the Particulars where to lay it, and hoy 
to gather it, for the beſt Adyantage for the King and Sub- 
jects, when this Honourable Houſe ſhall command us fo 
co do, as likewiſe to Anſwer all manner of Objections. 
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
